Tt is the niceft part of Commerce in the World, 
that of doing and receiving Benefits. Benefits are 
ever to be confidered rather by their Quality than

I intend all this upon the Pafiion of Love within 
the ftri@eft Rules ; but Benefits and Injuries cannot 








a height asto be mutuhl. Before that, all Prefents 
and Services are only the Offerings of a Slave to 
a Tyrant; it is therefore neceflary, to make them
